The cut, becoming effective next 
Oct. 1, will be from 1% per cent 
to 1 per cent of gross operating 
revenues of the operating com- 
panies. 

This agreement, obtained by the 
Telephone Committee of the Na- 
tional Association of Railroad and 
Utilities Commissioners, consti- 
tutes a major victory in the na- 
tion-wide problem of regulating 
rates of the télephone system. 

It was estimated that, on the 
basis of this year’s business, the 
reduction in this fee would be 
$11,000,000 a year, In 1947 A. T. 
& T. received from its subsidiaries, 
at the present 1% per cent rate, 
a total of $29,996,511 in license fees.

Southwestern Bell Telephone 
Co., with hea@yguarters at St. 
Louis, wholly owned by A. T. & T., 
paid $2,576,415 to A. T. & T. last 
year as its license fee at the 1% 
per cent rate. This year’s pay- 
ment doubtless will be appreciably 
larger. Roughly, about a quarter 
of the fee is derived from intra- 
stote business in Missouri.

Irgun be- 
came the armed force of the 
Zionist revisionists, a rightwing 
party led by Vladimir Jabotinsky. 

Sternists Split From Irgun. 

Some of the members of Irgun 
found even this new organization 
too moderate, and they broke 
away from it and set up still a 
third group shortly after the out- 
break of World War II. This was 
the Stern Gang, named for its 
original leader, Abraham Stern, 
who was killed by British police 
in Tel Aviv in 1942. 

At the peak of its strength, the 
gang probably numbered 500 to 
600, according to the best informa- 
tion available here. Most of the 
itime, it has probably had only 
‘about half that many members.

In Defense of Medicine 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Well, we are off again. Everyone 
from editors to disgruntled would-be 
medical students is happily engaged in 
the annual “open season” on the medi- 
cal profession in general and the A.M.A. 
in particular. In all fairness. why don’t 
these people learn the facts of life be- 
fore making sweeping accusations 
which have only a partial foundation in 
fact? 

For example, a recent communication 

to this column charges the profession 
with responsibility for closing hospital 
wings and the nursing shortage. Being 
presently employed in one of the largest 
hospitals in St. Louis and having first- 
hand knowledge of many others, I know 
from personal experience that all avail- 
able hospital space is being utilized. 
Further, the doctors and the hospitals 
“@re wholeheartedly co-operating in a 
system of patient scheduling so that 
space is re-occupied immediately on be- 
coming vacant. 

Anyone with the slightest knowledge 
of the nursing profession will tell you 
that the real reason for the shortage is 
' the cost of receiving a nursing educa- 
tion plus the relatively low salaries and 
long working hours upon graduation. 


The man who contributes his annual 
“two bits” to the Community Chest and 
expects miracles of new hospitals and 
expanded medical school facilities ap- 
parently does not realize that today a 
“hospital costs over $3000 per bed to 
construct, that hospital personnel costs 
are up 200 per cent, equipment costs up 
200-300 per cent, food costs up 150 per 
cent, and so on. Perhaps the medical 
profession is responsible for inflation, 
too. 

I don’t pretend that the American 
medical profession is a knight in shin- 
ing armor, but I strenuously object to its 
being made the butt of generalized half- 
truth accusations for the political capi- 
tal of socialized medicine.

that Communists are trying to harness inde- 
pendence movements in that area to the Russian 
drive for power. 

If so—and there is little doubt that the charge 
is true—the Dutch Government, which holds the 
key to the Indonesian situation, is playing into 
Communist hands. Indeed, the failure of the 
Netherlands Government to carry out Queen 
Withelmina’s wartime pledge of a Republic of 
Indonesia within the Dutch, Empire is said to 
have hastened the aging monarch’s retirement. 

The “Good Offices Committee” appointed by 
the United Nations to study the issues in the 
Indonesian struggle negotiated a truce during 
which a political settlement was to have been 
worked out. Before long the Indonesians charged 
in the Security Council that the Dutch had vio- 
lated the truce. The Dutch, they said, are 
blockading the Indonesian Republic as a means 
of forcing the natives to accept Dutch sovereign- 


ty. (One item forbidden as materiel of*war is

A UN committee found the Dutch guilty as 
charged. But the verdict has not been followed 
up. It is clear that the Western powers in con- 
trol of the Security Council are unwilling to an- 
tagonize the Dutch by insisting on fair treatment 
for the Indonesians. The Dutch are permitted 
to go their stubborn way in exploiting 72,000,000 
colonials for the benefit of 9,000,000 Hollanders. 


Native growers of copra ‘coconut: meat to be 
processed for oil) are paid only 40 per cent 
of the going world price. In 1937, a typical pre- 
war year, Dutch Indonesia shipped to the United 
States $98,000,000 worth of goods, but imported 
only $27,000,000 worth. The difference, which 
might have been used to industrialize Indo- 
nesian agriculture and raise the Indonesian 
standard of living, was used by Holland itself 
to raise Dutch living standards. The annual 
return on Dutch investments in Indonesia was 
often as high as 30 per cent. 

Delegates to the Security Council generally 
regard the Dutch position in Indonesia as one of 
“recalcitrance.” It is not merely recaleitrant. 
It is also self-defeating. There is only one safe 
way to fight the Communist bid for power in 
Southeastern Asia. That is by giving the Indo- 
nesians the political and economic concessions 
which justice demands that they have. Except 
on this basis, there is not much chance for long- 
‘range peace and security in Southeastern Asia. 
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Arrogant Attitude 

No doubt Comptroller Nolte, an ultra-con- 
servative real estate man in private life, takes 
a dim view of the rent control ordinance and its 
sponsors. That law, certainly, is a deplorably 
imperfect measure. Yet it is on the books. It 
was put on the books by referendum, the most 
authoritative expression of the public will. 
Therefore, the Comptroller’s refusal to approve 
an appropriation to enforce it sets him up as a 
protector of the public against the public itself, 
an arrogant attitude to take. 3 

Mr. Nolte’s excuse is that the legality of the 
ordinance has not been tested. If the city never 
enforced its laws until they had been fought up 
through the courts, the municipal business 
would be in a sad state indeed. Mr. Nolte has 
not taken such an attitude toward the enforce- 
ment of laws he believed in. 

Louis Nolte has been in office a very long 
time not to realize he is there to obey the public 
will even when it conflicts with his.own judg- 
ment or prejudice. 
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Faults of the New Bridge 

Now that cofferdams are being sunk for the 
East St. Louis bridge with its western approach 
at Franklin avenue, the misplacement of the 
new span is apparent to almost everyone Who 
sees how close it is to Eads bridge. In this loca- 
tion, the new bridge will provide another cross- 
ing of the Mississippi only four blocks north of 
Eads bridge. This not only duplicates pres- 
ent facilities, but makes it impossible for the 
new bridge to serve as a satisfactory crossing 
for a superhighway from Illinois, north of the 
National Stockyards and the packing. plants near 
East St. Louis. 

Were the new bridge placed eight or 10 
blocks upstream or, say, halfway between Eads 
and McKinléy bridges, then its superstructure 
would be less of an artistic concern than it be- 
comes at the Franklin avenue site. From the 
riverfront park, the high steel towers will rise 
to the north high above the graceful arches of 
Capt. James B. Eads’ handsome bridge. Since 
the riverfront park will be the viewpoint of the 
two bridges for countless visitorf to St. Louis in 
‘the future, the artistic relation of the two de- 
signs should be a matter of community interest. 

It is unfortunate that the new bi-state metro- 
politan area~corhmission was not in Operation a 
year ago. Had it been, the location and de- 
sign of this bridge would have been proper sub- 
jects for its close scrutiny. Indeed, in the future 
no bridge should be built in the area until it is 


‘carefully fitted into the overall traffic and 


other needs of the two-state region. Had the 
Metropolitan Plan Associction been as alert as 
it should have been, the mistake as to location 
of the new bridge might well have been avoided. 

Certainly, the history and location of this new 
bridge amount to a memorandum to the future 
on how not to approach use of the St. Louis 
riverfront—from the Chain of Rocks to Jeffer- 
son Barracks.

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Assassination in Jerusalem 


Most of his life he spent in doing good for 
others, yet Count Bernadotte's fate .was to die 
of gunshot wounds in Jerusalem. The event 
recalls the assassination of Gandhi and of Abra- 
ham Lincoln and of other great men who have 
aroused perverse emotions in diseased minds. 
Bernadotte and a French colonel were killed by 
men in Jewish army uniforms, presumably mem- 
bers of-the Stern gang. This gang is a small 
group of fanatics guilty of many terroristic 
tactics which are deplored by responsible Pales- 


tine Jews. 


Last July Bernadotte was attacked both by 
the Soviet press and by a spokesman for the 
Israeli Government. With typical flamboyance. 
the former described the Swedish intermediary 
as a Wall street agent working for the occupa- 
tion of Palestine by American armies. The Gov- 
ernment spokesman accused Bernadotte of fa- 
voring the Arabs and describing their violations 
of the truce as mere “incidents.” 


The Soviet charge, of course, doesn’t deserve 
an answer because it is palpably ridiculous. As 
for the accusation of the Israeli Government, 
it no doubt arose from some over-zealous official 
who permitted his understandable concern for 
the newly-born nation to affect the quality of 
his judgment. Count Bernadotte’s reputation as 
a just man was too solidly based to cause such 
smears to be believed. 

Count Bernadotte’s acceptance of the post of 
peacemaker in Palestine was a thankless task. 
made worse by the failure of the United Nations 
to back him up by strong measures. He is never- 
theless to be credited with bringing about the 
uneasy truces that have brought a measure of 
quiet to Palestine. Working in his favor were 
the weak and disorganized Arab opposition, and 
the contrasting strength and determination of 
the Israeli Government. 

That Government owes: it to itself and to 
world opinion, not only to capture and punish 
the assassins of Bernadotte, but to wipe out 
the Stern gang. It will be no easy task to deal 
with those terrorists, but if it is not undertaken 
there is no telling what great damage they will 
cause to the prestige and stability of Israel.

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Reassuring the Slum Dwellers 

St. Louis is going to clear its slums for the 
benefit of those now living in them, and not to 
load yet another hardship on these people. The 
Board of Aldermen yesterday adopted a solemn 
pledge to this effect, and went as far as it could 
go toward pledging future city administrations. 

The resolution provides that no _ existing 
housing shall be cleared away under the pro- 
posed $16,000,000 ‘bond issue until acceptable 
substitute quarters are made available. It was 
introduced at the request of Mayor Kaufmann, 
the St. Louis Anti-Slum Commission, and the 
Citizens’ Committee for Slum Clearance and 
Housing which is conducting the campaign for 
the adoption of the bond issue. 


Thus the pledged word of all those officially 
and semi-officially interested in this magnifi- 
cent civic improvement stands as thé ultimate 
guarantee to those who fear that progress might 
be made only at their expense. 

Beyond this policy are the plain facts of the 
project: It will take a number of years to do 
the necessary preliminary work. By that time, 
federal low rental housing will no doubt be 
available. It was authorized by the Senate in 
the last session, but was blocked by Republican 
leaders in the House. 

A site for such housing already is: available 
in St. Louis. Its development now awaits a fa- 
vorable court decision on the authority of the 
city to remit taxés on such projects in return 
for service payments. Rural legislators were 
stubborn on this point, but the judiciary is ex- 
pected to display a more enlightened attitude. 
It is inconceivable that St. Louis should be de- 
prived of the aid which is to be extended to 
other American cities. 

Still another favorable factor is found in the 
very small number of individuals living in the 
eastern part of the proposed redevelopment. 
This means that a considerable part of the proj- 
ect can be carried out before the displacement 
problem arises seriously. 

It is unthinkable that the housing shortage 
should continue forever and ever. Ahd in view 
of yesterday’s action by the Aldermen, St. 
Louisans are assured that the bond issue will 
be a contribution to the solution of the general 
problem, instead of an aggravation of it.

and private pocket-liners.” 


I believe that you should set up a score 
board and make a complete analysis of 
the proponents and the purposes of the 
amendment and a score board for the pur- 
poses of the opposition to the amendment, 
and then determine who is trying to “feath- 
er their nest.” 


As indicated in your editorial, the pro- 
ponents are the “gasoline and oil interests, 
big bus and truck operators, the Automo- 
bile Club of Missouri, the Missouri Farm- 
ers’ Association, the Missouri Farm Bu- 
reau Federation and other groups which 
expect direct benefits under it.” 


What are the oil companies’ interests? 
Certainly so far as the tax is concerned. 
it makes no difference-to them, because 
this tax is passed on to the general public. 
They are interested in the_elimination of 
municipal gas taxes primarily because this 
would eliminate the discrimination in the 
marketing of gasoline, and certainly no 
one will disagree with the fact that local 
or municipal gas taxes definitely create 
discrimination not only in the marketing 
of gasoline but in the buying as well, 


Hardship on Sellers and Buyers 


I can very easily point out to you hun- 
dreds of gasoline stations in this state along 
one side of the street that have a munici- 
pal gas tax /and on the other side of the 
street stations that have no tax. Who suf- 
fers? Either the man who is in the muni- 
cipal area must absorb the municipal tax 
and suffer in his income, or the consumer 
buying from that station must pay more. 

Now to\the bus and truck operators. Do 
they use 
we have 41000 miles in Missouri? Answer 
—Absolutely_not. Will they pay more tax 
under the C Amendment? Answer — 
Absolutely yes. 

What is their interest in the Curry bill? 
After a very ustive study by people 
in this business interested in the develop- 
ment, the welfare education of all of 
the people of Missouri, y have come to 
the conclusion that there is a need to set 
aside a certain portion of the gas tax.in 
the interests of the development, the wel- 
fare and education of all of our people in 
our state in order that it can grow, become 
wealthy, and be in a position agricultural- 
ly speaking with our neighboring states 
such as Iowa, Kansas and Illinois. 


As to the Opposition 


To permit Missouri to remain in 
the mud is folly, and expensive to the 
taxpayers in the thickly populated areas,

We heartily concur in the theory of the 


elimination of municipal gas taxes. For 


same group of people who 10 years ago 
advocated an increase in the gas tax of 
Missouri, an association comprised of ap- 
proximately 12 members in the entire state. 


Unless 
the gas tax was increased, our funds would 
be depleted; we would be unable to main- 
tain our trunk line systems; we would be 
unable to pay for our road bonds and in- 
terest.

What a bad guess the old Citizens’ Road 
Committee made 10 years ago! We are now 
within five years of retiring the greatest 
portion of our road bond indebtedness and 
only nine years away from retiring all of 
it. 

Now they have enlisted the local politi- 
cians into their organization to fight the 
Curry Amendment. What is their inter- 
ests? They want to continue to collect 
from the motorists a municipal gas tax 
and spend it for anything they see fit, 
the same as they have been doing for years 
—political patronage, etc. 

Of the entire 48 states, Missouri is the 
only state that allocates none of its money 
collected in gas tax back to the counties. 
If the Curry Amendment is adopted by 
the people, it provides a sound plan of 
spending the revenue in rural Missouri.

_ The Curry Amendment further provides 
that the money allocated to the counties 
in grant in aid must be matched by the 
counties. This would automatically elim- 
inate one of the serious retarders in the 
development of rural Missouri, and that is 
many of the local road units. The local 
road units are collecting all of the state 
county road taxes in their counties and 
spending the money around the populated 
aréas and have spent nothing for the im- 
provement of the mud roads.

A Murderer’s Logic 


WISTERIA COTTAGE, by Robert M. Coates. (Harcourt.

Very occasionally a new novel comes 
along whose author so obviously knows 
exactly what he is doing and who does it 
with such skill and intelligence that the 
reader can enter into i¢s enjoyment with 
the thankful relaxation ‘of absolute confi- 
dence. Such a novel is Robert M. Coates’ 
“Wisteria Cottage.” 


Writing with the same subtlety—that 
sensitivity to delicate shades of exper?’

Another victim was Nazi Mar- 
shal Erwin Rommel, member of 
the conspiracy of July 20, 1944, 
against Hitler's life. Rommel, like 
Zhdanov, was honored with a state 
funeral. It was established later 
that Hitler gave him the choice of 
taking poison or meeting an exe- 
cution squad.

RISE IN ARKANSAS 


New Schedule to Go Into 
Effect Pending Action 
on Plea for Permanent 
Increases. 


LITTLE ROCK, Sept. 18 (AP)— 
Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. 
will institute temporary rate in- 
creases in Arkansas, under author- 


ization of the State Public Service 
Commission, at a time to be fixed 


by the Commission. 
The Commission will issue a 
final order authorizing the in- 


creases, but only on a temporary 
basis. The new rates will be in 


effect pending the Commission’s 
determination on the company’s 
application for ‘permanent in- 
creases. Commissioner O. E. 
Westfall said an earlier state- 
ment, fixing Monday as the ef- 
fective date of the new rates, was 
incorrect. : 

Bond is to be furnished by the 
company, under the agreement 
with the commission, to assure re- 
funds to customers in event the 
temporary increases are not made 
permanent. 

The temporary increases were 
granted yesterday on motion of 
John Mohler of St. Louis, attor- 
ney for Southwestern Bell, at the 
conclusion of a four-day hearing 
on the company’s application for 
permanent increases. When the 
question of whether any perma- 
nent increases shall be granted is 
to be determined has not been 
decided. 

The company’s latest estimate 
on additional cost to Arkansas 
subscribers in the proposed per- 
manent new rates is $1,929,000, ex- 
clusive of federal excise taxes. 
There was no immediate determi- 
nation of probable total of the 
temporary increase, which will be 
somewhat less than the proposed 
permanent increase, 

The company agreed in confer- 
ence with commission staff mem- 
bers to make no increase immedi- 
ately in rates for magneto or 
crank type telephone exchanges, 
which are used mainly in smaller 
communities.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 (AP) 
—The State Department said yes- 
terday that “color had nothing 
whatever to do” with the request 
to the Ethiopian Minister, Ras 
Imru, to change his seat at a 
science meeting here Monday. 

The department sent a note to 
the Ethiopian legation saying “it 
is a matter of the greatest regret 
to the Government of the United 
States” that the Minister was sub- 
jected to embarrassment. 

The incident occurred at the 
opening session of the American 
Association for the Advancement 
of Science. Imru was asked to 
move from the seat that he took 


to another. 
Imru left the hall. The Ethi- 


'opian legation said he did so “in

Politics also got a mention from 
Ferguson, who heads a Senate 
subcommittee investigating Com- 
munist activity in the Govern- 
ment. “Iyam Satisfied,” he told 
Clark, “that you should endeavor 
to obtain indictments even though 
it be on the eve of an election.” 

Headline Hunting Charged. 

Clark charged Ferguson with re- 
leasing “tips” to reporters on mat- 
ters which he knew were already 
under investigation by the FBI. 

“Your indefatigable desire for 
headlines in this regard,” said 
Clark, “will prove very detri- 
mental to the prosecution of im- 
portant cases.” He added: 

“You know that neither you nor 
the committee has unearthed any- 
thing on subversive matters that 
the FBI did not know and the De- 
partment of Justice had not al- 
ready presented to the federal 
grand juries.” ; 

The clash came just as reports 
were circulating that the Justice 
Department is preparing to seek 
indictments against former Gov- 
ernment employes suspected of 
Communist connections. 

Despite criticism of congres- 
sional Communist investigations 
by Clark, President Truman, and 
others, the spy investigators on 
Capitol Hill showed no signs of 
slowing down. 

The only group active in that 
field today was the House Un- 
American Activities Committee, 
which pressed preparations for 
open hearings with a promise that 
they would disclose “a shocking 
chapter in Communist espionage 
in the atomic field.” 

Condon Row Revived. 

Aong with that promise, the 
committee made a fresh demand 
on Truman for Government rec- 
ords on Dr. Edward U. Condon, 
director of the Federal Bureau of 
Standards. 

The Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation, the committee said in a 
formal report approved by the 
three members here, made a long 
report on Condon which now is 
“locked in President Truman’s 
desk.” 

The report, the committee 
claimed, details Condon’s “associa- 
tion with alleged Soviet espionage 
agents, including Nathan Gregory 
Silvermaster, who was recently de- 
scribed before this committee as 
heading an espionage ring of Gov- 
ernment employes.” Silvermaster 
was named one of the leaders of 
a spy ring in testimony by Miss 
Elizabeth T. Bentley, confessed 
former Communist. . 

Last spring, a subcommittee 
called Condon one of the weakest 
links in the nation’s atomic secur- 
ity. The committee has not yet 
granted Condon’s request for a 
public hearing, although it has 
promised to do so when it reopens 
its hearings within the next few 
weeks. 

Reply to Criticism. 

The new request for the FBI 
report on Condon was coupled 
with a reply to indirect criticism 
of the committee by Truman, 
David Lilienthal, chairman of the 
Atomic Energy Commission, and 
by the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science. 

All three had intimated that the 
committee’s tactics were impeding 
scientific research and driving 
scientists out of the government. 

That position was re-stated by 
Truman yesterday in a letter re- 
plying to eight scientists who had 
expressed concern over the situa- 
tion. 

The President said he will con- 
tinue the fight to keep atomic 
affairs “out of partisan politics.” 
But he said he is being opposed 
by “highly placed” persons “who 
understand neither the _ signifi- 
cance of atomic energy or the 
meaning of genuine national se- 
curity in a democratic nation.” 

The House group, however, 
denied all charges that the inves- 
tigations are hurting scientific re- 
search. “The Condon hearing,” it 
said, “will bring out the full facts 
upon which the committee made 
its report, and the public may 
then exercise a balanced judg- 
ment.” 

Claims that many scientists 
have quit government jobs due to 
“fear of smear,” the committee 
said, are “absurd.” 

The Congressmen said they do 
not concede that a scientist “is 
proof against involvement in espi- 
onage activities to a greater de- 
gree than the butcher or paker.”

LEADER CHARGES 


‘Rejected Repeated Offers, 
He Says—Meeting To- 
morrow to Plan Strike 
Vote. 


Frank P. Lonergan, vice pres!- 
dent of Southwestern Division 20, 
Communicationg Workers of 
America, said today that the 
union on several occasions has 
offered to submit its differences 
with the Southwestern Bell Tele- 
phone Co. to arbitration or media- 
tion, but that the company had 
rejeced such proposals. 

A spokesman for the cmopany 
said that, although the company 
had made its offer to the union, 
the union had not told it what 
its demands were. Because of that, 
he said, “our attitude is that there 
is still a lot to be done in the 
process of collective bargaining.” 

Lonergan, who will participate 
in a meeting tomorrow to make 
plans for a strike vote by 50,000 
employes of the company, told the 
Post-Dispatch today that the union 
had made an unqualified offer of 
arbitration last Thursday when 
the company submitted a “pack- 
age proposal” which Lonergan 
deemed “ridiculous and insulting.” 

The union, Lonergan said, of- 
fered to table consideration of 
wage increases temporarily and 
proceed with a discussion of work- 
ing conditions, but the company 
declined. He said that the union 
then offered to submit all the prob- 
lems to arbitration. 

On several previous occasions 
since discussion of a new contract 
began last April, Lonergan said, 
the union suggested mediation or 
arbitration. The lack of response 
on the company’s part was such, 
he added, that the names of medi- 
ators who might be available were 
not discussed nor was there any 
specific consideration of an arbi- 
tration panel. 

Should a strike become effective, 
it would tie up manual telephone 
service ir St, Louis, other sections 
| of Missouri, part of Illinois, and 
Arkansas, Kansas, Oklahoma and 
Texas. 

Over-all strategy will be dis- 
cussed at the union’s emergency 
executive committee meeting to- 
morrow. Participants will include 
members of the bargaining com- 
mittee and the executive commit- 
tee, which embraces union officers 
from various parts of the South- 
west.

HIS MOTHER and father, too, have been through trying 
days and nights, have known fear and loneliness and deep 
trouble so that they, also, are edgy and long for peace and a 
respite from worry. They meet instead a demanding, annoying 
child who disturbs the neighborhood with his tantrums. Smal! 
wonder that one or the other parent wishes he never had seen 
that child or that parent. What can be done? 

Punishment will not cure this child. His experiences have 
conditioned him to anxiety. He fears he will be left without 
attention, will not be noticed, so he exaggerates his state and 
makes violent gestures to remedy it. Spanking him only adds 
to his anxiety. 

If it is at all possible, get someone outside the family to 
help the mother with him. Have him taken out into the fresh 
air for a walk or a stay in the park or the fields. Tell him 
stories of happy children, so he can be happy vicariously and 
feel what happiness means. Teach him to use his hands: Catch 
and throw a ball, knit horse reins, cut out pictures and paste 
them to make a story book, play with mud and paint, fetch 
and carry for the older people, dress himself. Train him to use 
his body: Running, jumping, climbing, preferably in the open 
air.

GIVE THIS SORT OF CHILD his meals before his eld 
are served, and have him taken out of the house while they 
have their dinner, if that is at all possible. That is where the 
helpet comes in. A retired teacher, a friendly grandmother— 
somebody who understands little children to befriend and re- 
condition this one to a happier way. 

What we are trying to do is to help this child think away 
from himself toward things outside himself, and to trust to the 
goodness of people. He does not need psychoanalysis, but he 
does need a friend; and his parents need relief. The support 
of a home that will allow it to live is a most worthwhile job.

and, therefore, it<nust be covered 
by taxation. Point four will meet 
with a great deal of opposition and 
the exact definition of how it 
would be accomplished would take 
a long time to decide. 

Fortunately for us, from an ob- 
server’s point of view, an’ experi- 
ment in medical care has been 
going on in Great Britain. Certain 
points already have become sub- 
jects of discussion there, and these

Fix It Yourself

EOPLE complain about stuck 
windows twice a year—in the 
spring when they try to get 
them open and in the late summer 
when they try to get them closed. 

A window sash has several rea- 
sons for not moving. The most 
causes are: paint has worked in 
between the sash and the frame 
and hardened, the sash has ex- 
panded because of dampness or 
the frame has moved out of posi- 
tion and it and the sash are 
binding. — 

Now before you try to fix a 
sticking window take a moment to 
consider that the sash is not very 
rugged and you can do a lot of 
damage in a very short space of 
time—take it easy. 

The first attempt at moving a 
stuck sash should be a light tap- 
ping around the edges to break 
any hardened paint. You might 
try to move the bottom of the 
gash side ways. This trick works 
quite often. If 


moving aren’t getting you very far 
then you had better pull the sash 
out of the frame and see what’s 
the trouble. 

To do this remove one of those 
little strips of wood that hold the 
sash into the frame. These strips 
are held in place either with fin- 
ishing nails or wood screws. After 
a strip is off you can pull the 
sash out and see exactly what the 
trouble is. Heavy accumulations 
of paint can be sanded off quickly, 
but if the sash has expanded or 
the frame has moved a little plan-

HY not enjoy Concord grapes 

during their short season? 

They have a lot to recom- 
mend their use, beauty, juiciness, 
lovely purple color and fragrance, 
and their food value is about the 
equal of any other fruits in sea- 
son. 

Of course a lot of homemakers 
strump up a lot of reasons for not 
buying them to serve raw. Some- 
times their folks object to the 
tough skins, others to the slick 
globe of seedy flesh that pops out 
of the skins so easily. Some worry 
about swallowing the seeds whole, 
others insist on chewing the seeds 
up but dislike the bitter tang. 

When one has to buck so much 
resistance to the raw fruit, I'd 
settle for some form of the cooked 
fruit that will be sure to eliminate 
the seeds. For instance in our pie 
or tarts, the pureeing of the flesh 
eliminates the seeds and when the 
skins are recombined with the 
puree, much of the puree goes 
back inside the skin during the 
cooking (it’s that old proverb of 
Torricelli’s—nature abhors a vac- 
uum at work) and the purple skin 
softens and the result is a very 
pleasing’ grapey flavor and con- 
sistency. en the pie or tarts are 
served with cream cheese, the des- 
sert is a most gratifying one. 

Grape Pie. 

Two Ibs. Concord grapes, three- 
fourths cup sugar, one-fourth cup 
flour, one-eighth teaspoon salt, one 
tablespoon lemon juice. Pastry for 
eight-inch double crust pie, (one 
and one-half cups flour, three- 
fourths teaspoon salt, six table- 
spoons to one-half cup shortening, 
one-fourth cup water). 

Wash grapes thoroughly, then 
atem (there should be four cups 
stemmed grapes). Press the clear 
pulp from the skins, saving the 
skins in a bow! and letting the 
pulp and juice drop into a sauce- 
pan. Cook the pulp over low heat 
for five minutes, then turn into a 
strainer or food mill and press the 
pulp through into the bowl con- 
taining the skins; discard seeds. 
Mix sugar, flour and salt, and add 
to grapes. Stir in lemon juice. 
Pour cooled mixture into pastry- 
lined pie pan. Roll out pastry for 
upper crust. Cut a design for 
seam vents. Moisten rim with 
cold water. Lay pastry over pie, 
press to seal edge, trim, turn 
under. Let rest 10 minutes and 
flute edge. Bake in a hot oven 
(450F.) for 15 minutes; reduce 
heat to 350F. (moderately slow) 
and bake 30 minutes longer until 
the crust is golden brown. Cool 
three or four hours on cake rack 
before cutting. Five servings.

. Ham Dinner 
Tf your family is small, a bone- 
less smoked shoulder butt is a 
good choice when it comes to ham. 
These butts weigh anywhere from 
about one to four pounds, and are 


sometimes called “daisy” hams or 
“cottage rolls.” If you choose one 
that is lean you will find it goes 
a long way. 

Here is the way one family pre- 
pared one of these butts recently 
for a delicious supper. If there 
are only two or three in your fam- 
ily you can use the leftover ham 
for another meal or two. It 
weighed about two and a half 
pounds and since it was not pre- 
cooked they simmered it in boiling 
water to cover until it was tender 
when pierced with a fork, about 15 
minutes to the pound. Then they 
rubbed a tablespoon of dry mus- 
tard over its surface, “plastered” 
it with a half cup of firmly packed 
brown sugar, and studded it with 
about a dozen cloves. After that 
it went into a moderate oven so 
that the sugar would melt and 
glaze the ham—this took about 
half an hour or so, basting fre- 
quently after the sugar began to 
melt. Five people were served 
generously, with a little left over.

Hands Often 
Reveal Much 
To Physician 
By C. A. Dean, M.D. 


NE of the best instruments 

any doctor has is his own 

power of observation. The 
doctor develops this examining in- 
strument through training because 
of necessity. 

The appearance of a patient's 
hands gives many clues as to his 
temperament, nervous state, etc. 
Cold moist hands usually are a 
sign of a nervous individual and 
do not necessarily indicate heart 
disease or poor circulation, Hot 
dry hands usually indicate the 
presence of a fever. Hands which 
are dry and cold may simply in- 
dicate fatigue, although in long 
standing illness, it may be a 
sign of cardiac disease or poor 
circulation. 


Tremors of the hands may indi- 
cate many things such as nervous- 
ness, old age, alcohol, hysteria, 
toxic goiter, etc. The way in which 
a patient shakes hands may also 
offer some clues as to hig nervous 
temperament. 
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Question: In what way are 
facial packs or mud packs sup- 
posed to be beneficial to the skin? 
—H.B. Answer: The preparations 
used for facials or facial packs 
are usually made from clay, and 
the clays used are what is known 
as hydrated (watered) . clays. 
These clays take up.many times 
their own volume of water. This 
watered form of clay is what is 
applied to the skin. When the 
clay is spread on the skin in much 
the same manner as cold cream 
the water evaporates and the clay 
dries out. The clay tends to shrink 
as it drys and produces tension on 
the skin.
